Work onNew Plant Already Begins 

--— 

In the midst of the big things now happening in South 
San Francisco the lesser manufacturer is not being over¬ 
looked. 

General Manager Martin closed for the Land Company a 
deal with the California Iron Yards Company for a site of 
four acres at the foot of Maple and Spruce avenues on the 
Baden railroad spur. Work has already commenced on the 
new plant. 

Mr. William H. McDaniel, president of this new industry, 
announces that seventy-five men will be employed in his plant 
at the start. That for the present, on account of the unusual 
demand for steel, the plant will be chiefly engaged in handling 
and salvaging scrap on a large scale, but as soon as conditions 
become more settled they will build large mills and foundries 
which will give employment to several hundred men. 

The California Iron Yards Company is a strong company 
financially and its advent in our midst is another chapter in 
the record of South San Francisco’s industrial progress, one 
that we can well be proud of. 

Mr. McDaniel stated to The Enterprise that one of the 
deterring features in his negotiations for a South San Fran¬ 
cisco location was the lack of houses for his employees. That 
he recognized the overwhelming demand now confronting this 
community in this feature by reason of the 2500 new em¬ 
ployees of .the shipyards, the 500 new employees for the Moran 
company and a great many hundreds of new employees soon 
he was satisfied would be added to the steel company, and he 
didn’t have the heart to add to the overwhelming burden now 
taxing to the limit this community, so he had decided to back 
t he home-building feature of his own men himself. _

America Went Into War 
Because Her Life 
Was at Stake 


By L. R. WILFLEY, Ex«Judge of the 
United States Court In Chine 


W E are at war with Germany be¬ 
cause our independent exist¬ 
ence as a nation is at stake 
We are at war for the reason that if 
the French republic and the British 
empire are brought down probably 
we will be forced to pay an indemni¬

city and town gardens this spring to 
raise vegetables for their families. 

Charles Lathrop Pack, president of 
the American Forestry association. Is 
the originator of the movement and 
the head of it With him are associa¬ 
ted among others Dr. Charles W. Eliot 
of Cambridge, Mass.; John Grier Hlb- 
ben, president of Princeton university; 
Carl Vrooman, assistant secretary of 
Agriculture; Capt J. B. White, mem¬ 
ber of the United States shipping 
board; Albert W. Shaw, editor of Sys¬ 
tem magazine; Emerson McMlllln of 
New York, John Hays Hammond of 
New York, Fairfax Harrison of Vir¬ 
ginia, Luther Burbank of California 
and Hon. James Wilson, former sec¬ 
retary of agriculture. 

The plan adopted by the commission 
Is first to create garden volunteers by-

Interest collections on state de¬ 
posits reached high-water mark last 
month when State Treasurer Friend 
W. Richardson turned into the treas¬ 
ury $23,313.39. This is an increase of 
nearly four thousand dollars per 
month, or over forty thousand dollars 
per year, over collections on a smilar 
total in former administrations. This 
big increase is due to the policy in¬ 
augurated by Richardson of gradually 
increasing the state rate of interest. 
The increase alone will pay the entire 
expense of running the state treasury 
and leave a big surplus over. When 
Richardson took office many de¬ 
positors were paying only 2 per cent, 
the minimum amount provided by 
law. Now all depositors are paying 
from 2% to 3 per cent.
